planets are not habitable. To pass in re- 
view all the points of error would re 
quire an article of too great'lengtli for 
the pagea of this journal, so 1 shall con- 
fine myself prt;tly closely to a few of 
the more iiiiportant ones. 

The sauu! author, speaking of Mecu- 
rv, says: — "\\ itii a tcin|)erature of i 
boiling water in the frigid zones, and 
red-hot iron at the equator," etc — there- i 
fore there can be no life on the plafet. 
But thefe is no proof of any such tctn- 
pirature, and in the niilurc of tlic case j 
there can be none. Wherefore the con- j 
elusions are of no force. The («rror con- j 
aistB in virtually a.ssuiuing that the cli- | 
mate of a place depends solely on its | 
distai'ice from the sun-whcreas this is 
only one of a huiulri'd causes. [ 

It i.s well known that even in the 
torrid zone, at an elevation of aljo'.it. | 
three and one half miles, siiou- does \ 
not melt; that century afli r century I 
"eternal " snow whiten lofty |)eaks in I 
all latitudes. 

The temperature of a place on the ! 
earth's surface depends on many inllucn- 
ces, any one or several of w hich may i 
be greatlv moilitiid or annulled I'V the 
Other, so that there is no geinTal rule I 
for climate. | 

Ah a part of the muliilude of ihinu.-i | 
to be taken into considei ation, as touch- 
ing the iiiatler m liaml, we may naij] : 
tliese, viz., the latitude, the cli:vation 
above the sea-level, the ocean currents, 
the direction of the prevailing winiis, 
the presence and trend of mountain 
ranges, the amount of vapour u.sual to 
the a.tui08pherp, thedegree of clouduieaK, 
the quantity of rain and snow fall, the 
aize of the hodv of land, the anioiini of 
land inclose jiro.ximity, ami itssuri-oini 
dings, the nature of the soil, the amount 
and kind of veyi.'lalion, the density and 
height of the atmosphere, th(; length of 
the day, the obliquity of the sun's rays, 
and the thousand and one other things 
which go to make up the whole temper- 
ature and clinutte. Of the greater part 
of these — indeed, almost every one of 
them — as exhibited on other planets, it 
is absolutely iiui)0Hsible to know any- 
thing at all; and, as a matter of course, 
no one can .<ipeak intelligently of the 
climate on any planet except our own. 
liut shouUl all these items be known' 
the further ijuesiion arises wln'ther ii 
is notpOHhible that iiiiiniuted l)iMngs 
could live in an environnu nt totally 
unlike that which Hurround.s ua The 
conclusion of the whole matter, so far 
as astronomy and physics can now tell, 
is this : — That the four lart;e outer 
planets have not sniiicienlly cooled 
down to allow life on their surfaces such 
as we see on the earth; that Mars gives 
all the telescopic ami one stereoscopic 
probabilities of conditions conijialible 
with life as we Heeit;that the earth 
certainly for millions of years baa been 
covered with mnltifarimis life; that of 
Venus and INIercurv we have no certain 
knowledge; niul that the sal(dlites are 
))retty certainly not fitted for such life 
aa is on the earth; antl thiit, in imrticu- 
lar, our moon has no water and no 
atmosphere consecpn'nlly no climate or 
vegetable life. Jf the sun and the plan 
ets continuiilly lose heal, then iheic 
will come a time in the far fut ure when 
the sun itself shall go out in eve'rhisl ing 
night, and the planets I'ool down so 
that the " iiternul snow ' would lie hot 
compared with the degree of cold 
throughout all space where uveryLhing 
shall be dead.
